PERSONAL REMINISCENCES .OP 


LINCOLN'S • ASSASSINATION 


Thursday,.April 15th, was the^55th 


anniversary of the death'pf the mar-' 
tyred Lincoln. We publish on'the 8th 
page of this paper an account of that 
tragic scene that took place, in .Ford's 
theatre, Washington, the- night ber- 
fore.-fronVan eye-witness. .The ac- 
count' given by this lady brings vividly 
to the mind of the editor of the Mer- 
cury' the events of that never-to-be- 
forgofteii tragedy: 'We~were at that 
time in Washington and on the night 
of the 14th of April were -next door 
to Ford's Theatre. 
We knew th'at 


President - Lincoln,. with^ Mrs. Lin- 
coln, was to be at the theatre that 
night, and intended to be there our- 
selves. .But unrxJM.-c.t2d circumstan- 
ces! prevented. t The. next 'moVhing we 
stood on. the sidewalk, opposite .the 
house where he died and saw the re- 
mains carried, out. •' We. immediately 
entered the house, saw the bed on 
which the martyred President -died, 
with the pillowcase covercd'with his 
blood. \ The lady of the house very 
kindly gave us a large;piece ot the 
pillow sheet stained with, the blood of 
the President, a small piece of which 
we still have in our possession. Some 
days later .we' stood ill line some six' 
hours for a chance to pass the guard 
and.take a final view.of the body be- 
fore it was removed to the West. 


We were among the first civilians 


allowed to . leave Washington, going 
down the Potomac on . our way to 
Richmond. At Point Lookout, at mid- 
night, the steamer! was halted. We 
were all routed out of our berths and 
search was made for .Wilkes .Booth,, 
the; assassin: Before our .return U> 
Washington; Booth had been captured 
and shot by Bosion Corbett.-

On Tuesday night before the-fatal 


Friday^ we' stood" inr front of the 
White House for hours with thous- 
ands "of others'waiting for Lincoln' 
to come out and niakc an address. He 
had. just returned., from Richmond. 
Lee,.had. surrendered, .the war was 
' ended and. everybody was in a joyful 


mood. 
The President on this occa- 


sion-made one-of his most happy 
speeches. 
Little did we dream then 


that' in' a 
few 
short hours' the 


nation would 
be .deluged 
in tho 


deepest 
gloom, and the great man 


who had brought us safely through 
the gigantic struggle would be laid 
low by the hand of the assassin.

MURDER IS CHARGED 


Lazar Fenik, the employe of the 


Metropolitan 
Life 
Insurance 
Com- 


pany, who killed his daughter and 
then attempted suicide in this city on 
March 31, was arraigned in the Police 
Court oh Tuesday to answer to the 
charge of murder.' He pleaded .not 
guilty and was held without bail in 
the Newport County Jail, the case 
being Continued until April 23. He 
was accompanied by counsel in the 
person of Mr. Frank F. Nola_n. 


Although Fenik's.injuries were so 


severe that it was thought they -would 
surejy prove fatal, he made a rapid 
recovery at the hospital, so that he 
was able to be discharged on Tues- 
day. 
While in the Hospital he had 


been constantly under the guard of a 
police officer, and as soon as he was 
able to be moved it was deemed ad- 
visable to prefer the charge against 
him so.that he could be held in the 
County Jail. 


It is the general belitf that the de- 


fense will be insanity.

The Pupils—In accordance with the

»anized. .It was a simple matter to 
accommodate the two higher classes, 
Cumbering at present only 76 and 131, 
in the Townsend and Coles; but it was 
quite difficult to adjust the two lower 
classes, with 179 and 287 pupils, in 
the John Clarke. Headmaster Thomp- 
son, however, has accomplished the 
task. Recitation and study rooms are 
now planned for every period. There 
was a loss of two days for the higher 
grades and three for the lower.

There are 
only ten weeks of school after this 
one, and the days'arc growing longer 
and more genial. The teachers have al- 
ways been loyal to the school, and this 
unfortunate demand on their time 
and strength will be no exception to 
their usual loyalty.

The reason given 
for the outrage wns tho new law for 
Iho nrrcst of all returning French 
emigrants, but the true cause was that 
he hnd been recognized as Charles 
Kvremonde, 


These tidings soon reached Londou, 


ami Dr. Manette, with his daughter 
Litcio, hastened to Parts, for he felt 
Sure that his long confinement In the 
llistllc would win for him tho sym- 
pathy of the French people, hnd thus 
enable him to save his son-ln-lnw.

Improved form

'nverngo of less'than five acres sown 
.to oats. Tn each succeeding decade 
of the last 50 yenrs the'average has 
been Increasing. 
During the past ten 


years It reached an average of almost 
eight acres of onis out of every 100 
ncrcs of Improved farm Innd. In cou- 


• tmst to this Incn-ase In the last 50 | 


yenrs. the number of acres devoted to 


tne land can be gotten lino proper con- 
dition lu Iho spring. Dc-hiv uiay seri- 
ously rcduco the harvest relurns. The 
practice of seeding broadcust lu much 
less Eathsfactory than smvluK with a 
drill, since by Die former method un- 
even distribution rcsultu and 
many 


kernels ure burled too deep. 


Qood Seed of First Importance. 
It.Js.of. the utmost.lEupwlflncs that 


good eocil be used. If last year's crop 
vras of fair quality It can.be used for 
EC«d after belli; cleaned and graded. 
It Is decidedly preferable to buy new 
seed If the latter la at all likely to 
prove poorly adapted to local condi- 
tions. In cleaning and grading the 
oats one-third to one-half of the total 
bulk should ho removed, leaving only 
the heavle.it and plumpest kernels for 
Bowing. .Usually It will be advlnablo 
to treat the seed for smut. This uiay 
be omitted, however, If lost year's crop 
was practically frco from It and If Ihe 
foperator with which It was thrashed 
waa also free from smut snores. Tho 
formaldehyde treatment Is well known 
and It Is only necessary to remind (to 
fanner Hint If the eeed Is treated dur- 
ing cold weather It should not be al- 
lowed to freeze while It Is wet. As 
the cost of the formaldehyde treatment 
In so small, many prefer to take no 
chnnces and FO Irenl the seed every 
year. If It Is EOWD before It Is dry, 
ODD must make allowance for Its swell- 
ing In setting'Ihe drill, otherwise- tho 
tund will not bo snlllclcntly dense. 


Experts recommend that belwcen 2 


nod 3 bushels of seed be used to tho 
acre. A larger allotment than this 
will not often result In material In- 
crease. In some casca on land 
freo 


from wecds.BS little as I'/i bushels per 
aero has produced satisfactory results. 
The yield of straw Is usually coarser 
nnd greater from thin Ihnn from heav- 
ier seeding, and the danger from lodg- 
ing Is Increased. 


The varieties recommended for sow- 


Ing In the corn belt Include oats of 
the Slsty-Dny or Kherson type, espec- 
ially some of the pure-line selections, 
such as hnve been put out by various 
experiment stations. These Includo 
tho lownr nnd Albion (Iowa No. 103) 
from the Iowa station, nnd Nebraska 
No. 21, from Nebraska. There Is noth- 
ing bettor tlpn the Sllvcrinlne' for 
those who prefer n larger,kernel, 
.which matures Inter.- This, applies 
particularly to northern Illinois, north- 
ern Iowa, Wisconsin nnd Minnesota. 
Here also the Slsty-Dny typo Is de- 
cidedly popular because of Its jargc 
yields. In the cooler sccllons larper 
nnd later varieties, such as Swedish 
Select,

Experts In the United Slates 
Department of Agriculture who have 
made n speclnl study of the ont crop, 
advocate extensive sowings, though of 
course, It does hot 'follow that this 
grain ^vlll pay In all sections, nhy more 
than that dairying Is profitable every- 
where. Nevertheless, a grent number 
of American farmers, particularly In 
the com belt, are Justified In making 
extensive sowing of oats each year. It 
must be borne Id mind that the man 
vrho Is successful 
1n( growing onts, 


grows this crop ns one In a rotation 
scries. It Is not his principal farm 
produce, but Is one of several Import- 
ant enterprises. 


It Is occasionally pointed out that 


the oat crop actually gives less returns. 
Ihnn corn, for Instance, nnd 
so the 


wisdom of growing oats when corn 
cnn be grown 
Is questioned. The 


answer Is that a liberal acreage of oats 
can be provided without materially re- 
ducing the com acreage, as oats do 
not compete Ferloosly with the labor 
necessary to raise com. The oat crop 
Is sown early In the spring before It 
Is desirable to prepare the fields for 
com, and when once sown does not 
,call for further labor until harvest. 
On the other hand, the number of acres 
of com. which can be grown depends 
largely on how much ground can be 
plowed and cnltlvaled by the farmer. 


Host Important of Small Qralnt. 
Farmers In sections where com 


matures too late to make the sowing 
of wheat after corn cutting a safe 
venture, have learned that oats Is the 
most Important 
of the 
small-grain 


crops. This applies particularly to 


,-IOWB and adjoining territory, namely, 


northern Illinois, southern Wisconsin, 
eastern Nebraska, southeastern South 
Dakota, and southern Minnesota. Fre- 
quently rotation as practiced In Uie 
corn belt covers a 5-year period with 
two crops of corn, one of a 
sm&ll 


grain, and two of timothy and clover. 
Where this practice prevails !t Is 
logical that cats be used as the (raust- 
Uon crop from com to the grasses. 


If oats Is to be made the Important 


crop which experts contend It should 
be, the question naturally arises as to 
how Ihe best returns can be secured.

Despite popular belief that the civ- 


Ulzallon forced upon blm by the white 
man; means bis ultimate eitlnctlon, tha 
North American. Indian, reviving from 
s long'period of decadence, baa shown 
Buc.li' subslnntlal Increase In nopula- 
t'ca'ln recent years that he probably 
Is scarcely less nuineroui today tlmn 
whfn^ Columbus discovered America. 


Slarlllng as this assertion may bo 


to thoae who have pictured American 
forests' In the discoverer's time as 
swarming with/fed men, it Is freely 
advanced by experts of tho govern- 
rarat'b Indian bureau, who maintain 
t:ial the Indian necessarily formed 
an exceedingly scant population which 
probably nt no period materially ei- 
ceeded.lhe total of 333,702 Indians re- 
ported by the bureau for last year. 


"The Indian no longer Is to be 


thought of .as a dying race," declared 
Dr. Lawrence W. White, an Indian au- 
thority of the bureau, "m support of 
that statement It Is necessary, In the 
first: place, to disabuse the public 
mind of the tradition handed down 
by discoverers and early colonists that 
American forests In their dnj swarmed 
with tlie dusky figures of the red mnn. 
As the Indian'neglected agriculture' 
almost completely, It Is highly Im- 


. probable that this country, consider- 


ing lie latitude, could have supported 
rcore than Govern) hnndred thousand 
of tie rnce." 


"On the other hand," Doctor While 


continued,' "the Indian In the present 
flay, after periods of sharp decreaso 
following as a natural reaction to sud- 
(leu contact with 'the clrlllzn'tlon of 
the white mnn, Is seen to be making 
•iubsfantlnl gnlns In population. 


"While many estimates or guesses 


of the Indian population were mode 
during the past century," said Doctor 
Will's, "ranging from less than 100,- 
WK> to 400,000, the first reliable ccn- 
FUS was made by the Iiidlnn'bur'cau In 
18TU, when the population was placed 
at ?1S,712. 
So figures 'demonstrate 


that In the Inst 50 years the Indian 
population has mode a substantial 
net gain." 


Pointing to statistics which show an 


excess of births over dealhs of 1,522' 
In iniO, and almost as great an ei- 
ce-s In 1017, normal years which were 
uoc affected by the epidemic of In- 
ilncnza, Doctor White declared these 
figures "fully reflected the generosity 
<-f a government that has Increased 
111 Indian health appropriation alone 
fi'im HO.OOO In 1911 to $350,000 In 
1917 and subsequent years."

demonstrate, he said that with the 
schools,: hospitals and other advan- 
Wses now provided for them, the In- 
dian, be he tribesman or freedman, 
1i "not a dying race, but rather a 
flourishing one." 
Uad he been treat- 


ed as other nations have treated sav- 
a?.; tribes, Doctor White concluded, 
there probably would not be a "ves- 
tige of the race tvltiln our republic 
today."

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SAW LINCOLN SHOT 


(Fifty-five years apo on April 14, 


1865, Abraham Lincoln, America's be- 
loved martyred Prcsidcnt.'wus. ossas- 
einated by John Wilkes Booth, a dis: 
sipated and fanatical actor in KoruV 
Theatre, Washington, 
tlia.' Annie 


Frances Wright, of Allston, Jlass., 
widow of the manager of the theatre, 
and an eye witness of tho grtat trag- 
edy, tells her story of it in the Boston 
Sunday Globe: 
"I wili never forget the day and 


' night of April 14, 1865, but there was 


another incident, tha*, to my mind 
had an 
unexplainable 
significance. 


It may sound silly iww, but I have 
always accepted it as some heavenly 
manifestation or warning. 
A few 


days before the assassination I had 
been to the Capitol and arrived home 
—we lived in 8th street, because it 
was close to Fords Theatre—at about 
noon. The sun was shining brightly 
and the cky was a most beautiful 
blue. By some strange magnetism I 
was impelled to look out 
through 


the window of my home and to scan 
the heavens. There, high up, shone 
a lone star. It had all the brilliancy 
of a diamond. The phenomenon im- 
pressed me so deeply that I called 
to Mrs. Taft. wife of Dr. Taft, an 
army surgeon, whose acquaintance I 
had made since my arrival in Wash- 
ington. 
She was really my only inti- 


mate acquaintance and lived directly 
across the street. I also called sev. 
cral others to behold the spectacle, 
and when I remarked that the pres- 
ence of the lone st;tr sccmcfl like.an 
111 omen; that I wns afraid some- 
thing, was going to happen slioitly, 
they all laughed at me, 
., • • • 


"Sure enough,' something did happen 


two or three nights later.

.Sprawled on Ihc- Stage 


"On the afternoon of 'April U Mr. 


Wright returned home after rehear- 
sal and laid. three tickets for that 
roght's performance. on the table. 
'Here are three tickets for tonight's 
benefit 
performance. 
You'd 
better 


invite someone and come along,' said 
he'. 
'Our American Cousin,' a five- 


act play, in which. Laura Keene was 
the star, was clbsing its ' run and 
that night Miss Keene was to make 
her farewell appearance. 1 can recol-- 
lect so distinctly that it was Friday 
night and that JLr. Wright knew 
that President Lincoln was to be 
present. 
In fact, two of tho upper 


boxes had been made into one big box 
for the .occasion and draped with.a 
large American; jlag with a picture of 
George Washington in the center. My 
husband did not tell'me that Mr. Lin- 
coln was to hi; the guest of honor that 
night—he held that for the surprise. 
Anyway, I invited Dr. and Sirs. Taft 
to be my. guests and they accepted. 
Our seats wero in the fourth row 
from'the orchestra. .. 
, 
"But before I go further, let me 


"jcxplairi another incident that might 
' 
have had Some bearing on'the'sh'oot- 
ing of Mr. Lincoln. 
Two or three 


days before I had called at the theatre 
and went back upon- the stage with 
Mr! Wright, as I frequently did. Of 
course, I knew John Wilkes Booth 
very well and..that .night •I.tqlked. to., 
him for a short'time.' I can' almost see 
his face, paler thamusual, even now. 
It must have been his evil thoughts 
that caused all color to "leave his 
countenance until -the- whiteness was 
noticeable. 
He appeared more ner- 


vous than usual on that occasion, too, 
and after we chatted a few minutes he 


. walked off .toi somo other part of .-.the 


stage and I thought no. more of the 
meeting until I saw him fall on the 
stage-after-he had shot Jlr. Lincoln. 
I recognised him, even as he 'sprawled 
on the stage after firing the fatal 
shot.

"Well, to get back to the night of 


the assassination. Between the third 
and fourth acts the orchestra, which 
had been playing lively music, sud- 
denly swung into the strains of 'Hail 


- 
to the Chief," and I casually remarked 
to Mrs. Taft/'Why', the orchestra is 
playing 'Hail to the Chief.' 
Who do 


you suppose the Chief is?' Just then 
I looked around, and upstairs, walk- 
ing around the balcony was President 
Lincoln and Mrs. Lincoln and Major 
Kathburn and Miss Harris,.to whom 
the Jlajor was engaged and whom he 


< :"- 
afterward married. They were Mr. 
and Mrs. Lincoln's escort, and the 
entire party continued right around 
to the box. _ Mr. and Mrs. Lincoln 
sat back from the stage and the Pres- 
ident sat in a rocking chair that had 
been placed there for him./ 
• • 


"Ihad frequently been told that I 


bore a striking resemblance to Mrs. 


I 
Lincoln,' and although I attended all 
receptions given by the President 
I had never felt that I knew him well, 
although he would make you fee] so 
by the hearty shake of. his big right 
hand. 
- 


"Several times 1 glanced up at the 


Presidential party from my seat be- 
low and each time Mr. Lincoln was 
leaning on the rail of the box, his 


.. 
thin', long face resting between his 
great hands as his elbows rested on 
the rail. 
Each time" 1 glanced up- 


ward it seemed that Mr. Lincoln hat 
his gaze focused upon me, ar.d I un 
consciously recalled that 1 had been 
told that I resembled Mrs. Lincoln 
and became embarrassed. -However 
I couldn't resist the temptation t 
look up at the President. 


Recognized Booth 


His party sat quietly, and I can re- 


member so vividly that the fourt! 
act had jnst begun and an actor 
whose name I can't recall, but wh 
portrayed the part of Harry Hawkes 
came upon the stage, soliloquizing. H 
, had advanced almost to the center o 


the stage and had begun to com 
front, when the report of a shot ran 
out 


"Yon know, in the play, a shot vra 


fired, so that at first the report di 
rot create the excitement one migh 
expect. 
But almost simultaneous! 


with the report, a man jumped out o 
the President's box, which w»s about 
ten feet above the stage. 
As. the 


man jumped the spur of his riding 
hoot caught in the draped flag, and he 
sprawled upon the stage. 


"Instantly ! recognized the man 


was John Wilkes Booth. 
When his 


spur became entangled in the draper}', 
he lost his balance and when he 
landed on the stage he sprained his 
ankle'.' 'Why, that's Wilkes Booth!' 
1 cried. 
You couldn't 
mistake a 


Booth. Edwin and Julius Brutus and 
Wilkes, all had those dark eyes. When 
Booth landed on" the stage there was 
no other character there but 'Harry 
Hawkcs," ar.d he quickly vacated the 
boards. ' 


''Booth scrambled to his feet, sud- 


denly realized that his ar.kU- wa.« 
sprained and quickly bejrsn hopping 
'or* the Jts^e, just like a bie toaci, ar.d 
in three hops he was off t! ^ =ti^e. 


"Alrr.ost before the ferioasr.efs of 


the situation was realized, a man in 


house.. Some one mentioned Dr. Taft's 
name, and immediately two men be- 
gan to take him away from us bodily. 
Mrs. 
Taft became extremely nervous, 


caught the doctor's coat tails and 
shouted to him: 'You can't go; they'll 
kill you too!" 
But Dr. Taft was more 


calm. He turned to me and asked if 
I \vould carc..for_Mrs. Taft, saying 


replied. 
'I have to go!' 'Go, by all means,' 


"Strong arms boosted'Dr. Taft up 


to. Mr. Lincoln's box. The President 
was unconscious, and Dr. Taft made 
a hasty examination of the wound at 
the back of the head. He afterward 
told me that the brain was oozing 
through the bullet wound, and he in- 
stantly pressed his palm against the 
hole, and that he never took his hand 
away until Mr, Lincoln died at 7.15 
the next morning.' 


"All was excitement within the the- 


atre. 
Tpn men, .five on each side, 


formed a sort of chair or couch, with 
their crossed and clasped hands, and 
the tall bo'dy of the dying President 
was thus home-across the street to 
the home of a Mr. Peterson, a plain, 
ordinary man, just as was Mr. Lin- 
coln. The President was carried up- 
stairs and stretched upon a bed, but 
he was so tall- that his body was 
placed 
slantwise upon the 
couch. 


Messengers were immediately dis- 
patched to all members of his Cab- 
inet, and they all remained until tho 
end. 
Mrs. Lincoln waited in an ad- 


joining room throughout the night 
for some indication that her husband 
would regain consciousness. But he 
never did, although about ten min- 
utes before the end, ho slowly' moved 
his head from one side to- the other. 


CarefuJly^Arrang'cd . 


"Mr. Wright told me afterward that 


he and Mr. Withers, the orchestra 
leader, had just left the music room 
beneath the s>age, and had reached 
the head of the stairs when Booth 
rushed past them and they gave him 
plenty of room. 
- 
"There never • was any- doubt- but 


that Booth had carefully arranged the 
assassination of Mr. Lincoln and that 
he was one of the five who had 
planned to kill-the President and Sec-' 
rotary Sta'ritbii, for an attack was 
made upon Mr. Stanton as he lay ill 
in bed that same night.. It was al- 
ways--thought that Booth secreted 
himself in the box that was to be re- 
served for Mr. Lincoln sometime dur; 
ing that afternoon or early, evening. 
The weapon he used was never found. 
Booth, of course, knew .the play by 
heart and knew .that a shot rang out 
during ifs production: Near the stage 
door there'" was' n small exit that 
opened out into an alleyway where 
the^negroes kept their horses and 
drays,, and it was there that .he left 
h'is 
horse bridled , and 
saddled, 
in 


charge 'of a little fellow they called 
'Peanut Johnfiy.' 'Peanut Johnny' was 
a sort of simple fellow who kept a 
peanut stand at the foot of the gallery 
stairs,-and'when Booth hopped out o! 
the exit he struck Johnny a stiff blow 
with the-butt-end.of-his riding whip, 
leaped into the saddle and gallopec 
away. 
Booth's plan was to prevent 


ohnny making an outcry. 


"'An actor named Harold made his 


scape with Booth, and both rode 
ver the bridge to a swamp. 
A boy 


isclosed their hiding place to the 
xjsse that was quickly formed to 
earch for the. assassin... The two.had 
nduced this boy to bring them some 
ood to the swamp, but when they 
ound they were being tracked, they 
gain escaped, and sought rtfuge at 
ie' home'of'a well-meaning citizen. 
Che latter refused to afford them 
belter, but granted them permission 
o sleep in the barn, which was filled 
vith new, sweet hay. 


"It was there they were finally 


racked and surrendered. They were 
ailed upon to surrender under threat 
f burning the barn, and the building 
vas actually set ablaze. Still despe- 
ate. Booth and Harold made a dash 
or liberty through tho cordon that 
cas thrown about the blazing barn. 
Of course, the posse wanted to take 
Jooth alive, but Harry Corbett, who, 
)y the way, was a Boston man, shot 
Jooth dead in his tracks as he ran.By 
a peculiar coincidence, Corbett's death 
shot, fired from horseback, inflicted a 
wound very similar to that of Mr. 
.incoln's. 
Harold was captured. 
; 


"And," concluded Mrs. Wright sor- 


rowfully, os she called attention -to 
he many pictures of President Lin- 
coln hanging upon the walls of her 
home, "Ford's Theatre in Washington 
and,the.Halliday Street Theatre.in 
3altimore. have not been opened, .nor 
a play produced in either house, since 
that night.".,

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NEXT U. S. SENATE WILL BE 


STRONGLY REPUBLICAN'

It is the hope and belief of the Re- 


publican political managers that their 
party will carry the Senate in the 
forthcoming election by such a deci- 
sive majority that the insurgents of 
the Far Western type will be com-, 
pelled to play on the Republican side' 
or not play at all. A canvass of the 
country has convinced the Republican 
senatorial committee that the Repub- 
licans not only will hold all the seats 
they now have, but will transform the 
meager majority of two into one, of 
at least fourteen. 


Four states appear to be easily in 


sight. 
Kentucky is now represented 


in the Senate by J. C. W. Beckham, 
Democrat. 
Senator Beekham is a 


candidate for re-election this .year, 
but the Republicans believe that they 
will have "no'trouble at all in defeat- 
ing him with Richard P. Ernst, an 
attorney of Covington, who is satd to 
he one of the finest orators in the 
State. In the last election Kentucky 
broke all records by electing a Repub- 
lican governor with a plurality of 
about 
40,000 and 
the 
Republican 


wave appears still to have retained its 
force. 
In South Dakota, Governor 


Peter Norbeck, a .Swede, is regarded 
as absolutely certain to defeat Sena- 
tor Edwin S- Johnson, who is a can- 
didate for re-election. Governor Nor- 


' beck is a strong Wood man, and he is 


one of the few regular Republicans 
who have come out on top in every 
contest with the non-partisan league. 
With Kentucky converted, therefore, 
and South Dakota back in the Repub- 
lican column, where it naturally be- 
longs, a gain of four is made for the 
Republican majority in the Senate. 


On« again Republican hopes are 


centered on Maryland, as they have 
been several times in recent years, 
sometime!i to be disappointed. 
The 


Republican candidate will be 0. E. 
V,"t>;icr, a classmate of John W. Weeks 
in the Naval Academy, and more re-
